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DETAILED ACTION 



Election/Restrictions 

1 . Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121: 

I. Claims 1-66, drawn to methods, devices, and computer-readable media 
for providing data link layer functionality in response to a multimedia 
service request, classified in class 370, subclass 259 (special services). 

II. Claims 67-73, drawn to a system for replicating and forwarding a multicast 
stream, classified in class 370, subclass 390 (replicate messages for 
multiple destination distribution). 

III. Claims 74-81, drawn to methods and devices for maintaining classification 
information for multicast streams and dynamically configuring filter 
information, classified in class 370, subclass 230.1 (traffic shaping). 

IV. Claims 82-92, drawn to methods and devices for storing and dynamically 
configuring a quality of service profile, classified in class 370, subclass 
395.21 (Based on traffic contract (including QoS, delay/bandwidth 
requirement). 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

2. Inventions I and II are related as subcombinations disclosed as usable together 
in a single combination. The subcombinations are distinct if they do not overlap in 
scope and are not obvious variants, and if jt is shown that at least one subcombination 
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is separately usable. In the instant case, subcombination II has separate utility such as 
replicating and forwarding a multicast stream. See MPEP § 806.05(d). 

3. Inventions I and III are related as subcombinations disclosed as usable together 
in a single combination. The subcombinations are distinct if they do not overlap in 
scope and are not obvious variants, and if it is shown that at least one subcombination 
is separately usable. In the instant case, subcombination III has separate utility such as 
maintaining classification information for multicast streams and dynamically configuring 
filter information. See MPEP § 806.05(d). 

4. Inventions I and IV are related as subcombinations disclosed as usable together 
in a single combination. The subcombinations are distinct if they do not overlap in 
scope and are not obvious variants, and if it is shown that at least one subcombination 
is separately usable.

Any amendment of inventorship must be accompanied by 
a request under 37 CFR 1.48(b) and by the fee required under 37 CFR 1.1 7(i).
